FOUND IN OXFORD COUNTY 

Within the past week, numerous 
corn borer egg deposits have been 
found in corn fleld by members of 
the Experiment Station staff and 
H. A Leonard, county agent. Dust- 
ing or spraying of corn with prop- 
er materials at the proper time 
have given excellent control of this 
insect, The following gives specific 
recommendations for control of the 
European Corn Borer, but. Mr 
Leonard would Uke to streés the 
fact that in view of the critical 
shortage of some of the materials 
used for effective control of corn 
borer, the recommendations and 
suggestions in this article should be 
followed closely so that a maximum 
amount of acreage can be sprayed 
or dusted with the Hmited supply 
of materials available: 
Growers of Sweet Corn for Market 

Market gardeners who are grow- 
fing aweet corn for the market 
shoulg start spraying or dusting 
immediately because several egg 
deposits have been found in the 
market corn fields. At least three 
dusts should be used, timed at flve- 
day Intervals between each dust, 
and many market corn growers 
would be justtficg in applying four 
to five dusts, particularly where in- 
festatlons of corn borer or ear 
worm were heavy last year,
